Oaken Bucket" Route in 


Those Days 


Girl stndentg who registered at 


the university in 1869 and 1870 lived 
a life vastly different from that of 
:he college girl resident there in 
1920, declared a university girl oi 
1869 recently. 


Our denghters or granddaughters 


climbing the hill to make "an 
o'clock" on the third floor of main 
liall, may sometimes fed the days 
too crowded and college life too on- 
erous. But, suppose that before 
starting for the 8 o'clock'class, they 
had lighted a fire in the cook stove, 
drawn a pail of water via the olo 
oaken bucket ro'nte and climbed wit* 
it to the fourth floor of South hall, 
prepared breakfast, .put the rooms 
in order for possible. "inspection" 
and then made ready for the trip bo 
main hall? 


In the good days of 1869, the dut- 


ies mentioned above were a part of 
the daily program with many of us. 
Old South hall was used as a" girls 
dormitory. Board could be obtain 
ed in the hall, but many of the giri 
boarded, themselves and did their 
own laundry work as weQ. Instead 
of the possible game of tennis or 
canoe trip of today on a Saturday 
morning, many a fair coed bent over 
the wash tubs in .the basement or 
prepared bread, pies and cakes, 
whose baking would soon cause sav- 
ory odors to be wafted tantilizingly 
through thi> now classic corridors.

Expulsion was 
threatened and as isome of the girls 
were seniors, there was great anxi- 
ety and much weeping and wailing. 


The graduating class of 1871 had 


among its number the first girl 
graduates, of 
winch there were 


four. Tho question of the advisa- 
bility of coeducation waa, however, 
not folly settled in the minds of 
the administrative powers, and the 
young women were not allowed to 
participate in tho regular exercises, 
liut read their theses on the after- 
noon preceding the formal gradu- 
ating exercises. It was not until 
about 1872 tJhat the girls and boys 
recited together!

The kept press of the city not only refused to discuss the 


causes of the strike, but woold not even MENTION in their 
news columns what these causes WERE.

This investigation and report <le;il primarily with the causative 
facts—with abiding conditions in the steel industry .and only 
secondarily with conflicts of policies and their influence on na- 
tional institutions aisd modes of thought. 


Out of the first set of undisputed facts, those may be cited 


in the beginning: 


(a) The number of those working the 12-hour day is 69,000. 


(Testimony of E. H. Gary, Senate investigation, vol. 1, p. 157.) 


(b) The number of those receiving the common labor or 


lowest rate of pay is 70,000. 
(Letters of E. H. Gary to this 


commission.) 


This means that approximately 350.000 men, women, and 


children are directly affected by the longest hours or the smallest 
pay in that part of the industry owned by the United States 
Steel Corporation, which fixes pay and hours without conference 
with the labor force. 


Since this corporalion controls about half the industry, it is 


therefore a reasonably conservative estimate that the working 
conditions of three quarters of a million of the Nation's popu- 
lation have their lives determined arbitrarily by the 12-hour day 
or by the lowest pay in the steel industry. 


Approximately one-half the employees were subjected to 


the 12-hour day. Approximately one-half of these in turn were 
mibjccted to the 7-day week.

Schedules of hours for the chief

were from 12 to 40 hours longer per week than in other basic 
industries near steel communities: the American steel average 
was over 20 hours longer than the British, which ran between 47 
and 48 hours in 1919.
